The  buildings  of  the  College  are  commodious  and  well  arranged,  containing 
large  and  convenient  Lecture  Rooms : — a  Museum,  recently  enlarged,  having  every 
requisite  specimen  in  the  various  departments  a  Reading  Room,  furnished  with 
medical  and  other  periodicals  from  various  parts  of  the  Union  : — an  extensive 
Chemical  Laboratory,  newly  fitted  up,  and  spacious,  airy  and  well  furnished  Ana¬ 
tomical  Rooms. 

The  Students  are  regularly  examined  by  each  Professor  on  the  subject  of  his 
Lectures,  for  which  no  additional  charge  is  made.  There  is  also  a  weekly  evening 
meeting,  in  the  Reading  Room,  for  conversation  on  medical  subjects,  in  which  the 
Students  are  invited  to  participate. 

Clinical  Instruction.— Cases  of  disease  as  well  as  surgical  operations  are 
introduced,  from  time  to  time,  in  illustration  of  the  lectures.  On  Wednesday  and 
Saturday  mornings  the  Students  have  the  privilege  of  attending  clinical  in¬ 
struction.  In  the  Pennsylvania  Hospital,  perhaps,  a  greater  number  of  Surgical 
cases  are  treated  than  in  any  other  similar  Institution  in  this  country;  presenting 
every  conceivable  variety  of  disease.  Tickets  to  this  Institution  are  furnished  by 
the  Faculty  to  candidates  for  graduation  free  of  expense.  These  and  other  clinical 
advantages  have  given  to  the  city  of  Philadelphia  much  of  that  pre-eminence  in 
medical  instruction,  which  she  has  hitherto  had  and  must  continue  to  enjoy. 

The  degree  of  M.  D.  is  conferred  by  the  Medical  Faculty  at  Philadelphia,  as  au¬ 
thorized  by  a  special  act  of  the  Legislature.  Three  years  study  in  the  office  of  a 
respectable  practitioner  of  medicine;  an  attendance  upon  two  full  courses  of  Lec¬ 
tures,  one  of  which  must  be  in  this  Institution,  and  a  Thesis  written  in  the  Eng¬ 
lish,  German,  French  or  Latin  language,  are  the  requisites  which  entitle  a  pupil  to 
become  a  candidate  for  graduation. 

The  fees  are  :  for  admission  to  each  course  of  lectures  .§15;  for  matriculation 
$5  ;  and  for  graduation  §30. 

The  lectures  commence  on  the  1st  Monday  in  November,  and  continue  until 
the  succeeding  1st  of  March.

No  student  is  matriculated  until  he  is  fifteen  years  of  age,  and  has  ; 
been  six  weeks  in  the  Institution  ;  until  this  he  is  merely  a  probationer, 
and  will  not  be  admitted  unless  his  moral  conduct  and  habits  of  study  : 
are  satisfactory. 

Course  of  Stuiru. 

The  whole  Course  of  Instruction  occupies  four  years;  each  year 
being  divided  into  two  sessions. 

The  Classes  attend  three  recitations  or  lectures  a  day,  except  on  Sat-  : 
urday,  when  they  usually  have  but  two.  The  following  is  a  generaL

The  two  Literary  Societies  also  exert  a  favorable  influence  on  the 
improvement  of  the  young  men  in  these  important  studies. 

The  Course  of  Instruction  in  the  Preparatory  Department  embraces 
|  a  solid  and  thorough  English  Education ,  whilst  those  who  desire  to  pre¬ 
pare  for  business,  or  for  College,  have  every  advantage  for  the  acquisi¬ 
tion  of  the  elements  of  Mathematics  and  of  the  Latin,  Greek,  German  and 
French  languages.  For  those  who  propose  receiving  a  regular  Collegiate 
Education,  the  course  of  instruction  contemplates  a  period  of  three  years, ; 
but  the  Student  is  taken  through  in  a  longer  or  shorter  period  according 
to  his  attainments,  abilities  and  application.  The  following  includes  the

Students  sufficiently  advanced  in  this  Department  are  permitted  to  ( 
attend  recitations  with  the  College  classes  in  any  of  the  branches  they  j 
:  require,  such  as  Chemistry ,  Geometry ,  Surveying ,  Mensuration ,  Rhetoric ,  5 
;  etc.,  for  which  no  additional  charge  is  made. 

The  PRINCIPAL  devotes  himself  entirely  to  the  duties  of  his  sta¬ 
tion,  in  superintending  and  instructing  his  pupils,  both  during  the  regu-  i 
\  lar  hours  of  study  and  recitation,  and  at  all  other  times.  He  boards  in 
the  building  with  the  students,  visits  them  in  their  rooms,  accompanies ; 
them  to  Church,  and  enjoying  their  regard  and  confidence,  endeavors  to 
occupy  the  position  of  a  parent  or  friend  in  his  government.

ercises  a  constant  guardianship  over  the  whole  establishment:  so  that 
:  parents  fiom  a  distance  have  all  the  security  they  may  desire  for  the

Situation,  (College  (Chitice,  &z. 

Gettysburg  is  within  sight  of  the  South  Mountain,  a  branch  of  the 
:  Blue  Ridge,  in  one  of  the  healthiest  districts  in  Pennsylvania.  It  is  one 
:  of  the  best  and  most  travelled  routes  between  Philadelphia  and  Pitts¬ 
burg,  being  114  miles  distant  from  the  former,  and  ISO  from  the  latter 
;  place.  It  is  about  52  miles  from  Baltimore,  32  from  Frederick,  32  from 
•  Hagerstown,  and  36  from  Harrisburg,  with  all  which  places  the  commu¬ 
nication  by  stages  is  frequent  and  easy,  so  that  it  offers  peculiar  facilities 
to  persons  desirous  of  coming  either  from  the  East  or  the  West,  the 
South,  or  the  interior  of  the  State. 

The  College  Edifice  is  a  short  distance  from  the  village.  It  is  a 
chaste  specimen  of  the  Doric  order  of  architecture,  consisting  of  a  cen- 
tral  building  and  two  wings,  with  end  projections,  front  and  rear.  Whole 
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'length  150  feet.  The  building  is  four  stories  high,  of  brick,  painted 
:  white,  making  a  very  imposing  appearance.  It  is  well  aired  by  a  spa- 
<  cious  hall,  and  passages  on  every  floor,  the  whole  length  of  the  building.
